At the curb Gov. Wilson met and chat- 
ted with an old negro hackman whom 
he had known on his previous visits to 
Bermuda.

An equitable division of the family 
surplus is the solution of the financial 
dependence of women, according to the 
Rev. H. M. Lichliter, pastor of the 
Maple Avenue M. E. Church, who has 
been delivering a series of Sunday night 
lectures on the feminist movement. Men 
who merely give their wives .an allow- 
ance, he says, are not playing . fair. 
Their wives, being their partners, are 
entitied to an equitable share of their 
joint surplus. There should be a full 
and complete understanding about the 
division of the net income after the 
subtraction of the necessary expens2s 
of. business and home, he says, and if 
ther is no surplus, there should be a 
reduction of ‘expense by mutual agree- 
ment or an increase of income through 
mutual . effort. 

With upwards of 8,000,000 women in the 
United States’ engaged in gainful occu- 
‘pations, the minister thinks it is folly 
to raise the traditional argument that 
woman's place is. thé ‘home... 

“Wom in . Industry.” 

Dr... Lichliter, discussing ‘‘Woman. in 
Industry,” said: “The task. of. main- 
taining the eternal womanly woman in 
the midst of modern industry..is by no 
means easy. "There is the peril of in- 
discriminate contact. The woman in 
the industrial ranks has very little 
choice-in this matter. 

‘Every an who seeks to make a 
living knows the moral peril of which 
we speak. She cannot choose her as- 
sociates and she must be constantly on 
her guard lest she be unduly influ- 
enced ‘by an unfavorable environment. 
The fact is, though, that in the most 
untoward circumstances one finds fine, 
brave, dignified women and girls who 
have kept true to. their ideals and have 
lost none of the essentials of womanli- 
ness. 

Peril of the Low Wage. 


“Then there is the peril of the low 
wage. The social evil is an economic 
problem. Isolates the vicious and in- 
crease the wage level and the commer- 
clalized phase of vice will be absolutely 
climinated, It is by virtue of superior 
womanliness that the vast majority of 
working women avoid the danger. There 
ere real heroines in the ranks of indus- 
try today. There is no better protec- |. 
tion for the weak than economic a 
dom,’ 

“In.the rnatter of the morak- — 
modern industry, this is my ansWer:.To 
the Christian conscience an industrial 
condition which creates a moral peril 
is absolutely intolerable.

At times’ his voice rose so all 
in the packed courtroom could hear, 
and then became so low the jurors 
could hear with difficulty. 

Sneed declared: «I had just returned 
from the sanitarium, where I visited 
my wife and requested better attention 
be given to her. Henry Bowman and 
W.-H. Atwell and myself were’ at the 
Metropolitan at 7 o’clock, and we went 
to a cafe for’ dinner. 

“I did not know Boyce was in the hotel 
and thought he had left town. At din- 
ner Atwell suggested I write Henry and 
Capt. .Boyce, telling them why I wanted 
Lena kept in the hospital. Atwell then 
told me Capt. Boyce, only a few hours 
before, came to him and said: ‘I have 
but. a few years to live, but I will spend 
it dragging Beal and Lena through the 
Ssiime they have made for us all.’

day adopt resolutions commending 
President Taft for appointing a woman 
as head of the National Children’s Bu- 


-reau; went on record as favoring arbi- 


tration among the nations to prevent 
wars, and declared against:traffic in 
women and adjourned sine die. 

The mention of the name of the Presi- 
dent brought applause ahd when it sub- 
sided, & delegate asked whether it was 


.jnecessary to incorporate Taft’s name in 


the resolution. Dr. Anna M. Shaw, the 
presiding officer, amid more applause, 
said it was, bécause Taft had removed 
the office from politics by choosing 4 
woman without political influence, .‘Dr, 
Shaw added that former President 
Roosevelt “had promised to make such 
an appointment, but had failed to do so. 
“White Slave” Stricken Out. 

The. resolution on the traffic in wom- 
en as originally presented contained the 
words “white slave,” but-.objection was 
made and they were stricken out. Dr. 
Shaw, after such action had been taken, 
remarked “there are brown and Diack 
slaves as wéil as white.” ... — 


A committee of five was authorized to 


revise the constitution entirely and re- 
port to the convention next year... The 
committee will be named later, 

An amusing incident was the read- 
ing of a cable of congratulation from 


‘Rotterdam, Holland. The.cablegram 


was addressed “Mr, Convention.” The 
“Mr.” caused much merriment among 
the women, which increased when Dr. 
Shaw said that the telegraph companv 
had been for three days trying to find 
the “Mr.” The cablegram was from 
“Martina Kramrs,” 
Wording of Resolutions, 

The resolution commending Presi- 
dent Taft was as follows: 

“Wie deeply deplore the exploiting 
of the children of this country in our 
labor markets; we commend the crea- 
tion of a National Childrens’ Bureau 
and President: Taft’s appointment of 
a woman as head of the bureau.” 

The resolution on the traffic in 
women was as follows: — 

“We commend the efforts of our Na- 
tional Government to end the traffic 
in woman. We urge the passage in 
our states of more stringent laws for 
the protéction of women; we demand 
the same standard of morals for men 
and wamen, and the same penalties 
for transgressions regardless of sex; 
that we call on women everywhere 
to @wake to the danger of the social 
evils and to hasten that day when 
woman shall vote and commercialized 
vice shall be exterminated.”

Now that the football 
Washington University has come to a 
close, Piker followers are trying to 
figure which of the Myrtle and Marvon 
players stands the best chance of w'n- 
ning the Busch trophy..

But this 
season his task has been harder, And 
incidentally the first line defense on ev- 
ery team in the State looked woefully 
weak. 


Heavy Backs Needed. 


Some cities explain this weakness in 
the forward défense by saying that for 
three years the coaches have neglected 
their lines and now that the rules de- 
tinand a powerful defense,’ the football 
tnentors were unable to develop one in 
fi hurry. Missouri was supposed to have 
the best. line in the Missouri Valley. 
However, Kansag punctured the Tiger 
defense at wil. But Kansas owftied a 
husky’ back field, which seems to be the 
keynote. of the situation. 

Indeed it looks as though many of the 

coaches were misled this season into be- 
lievirg that a Mght backfield, such as 
prospered last year and the year before, 
would also shine this campaign. That 
theory has long sincs been exploded. A 
husky backfield, one that can rip 
through for gains of three yards at a 
crack, is the one that takes the cookies, 
this campaign. This was proved in the 
St. Louls U.-Notre Dame game. Prior 
to that game the Billiken backs, Rati- 
can, Zachritz.and Stadtherr, looked 
very, very good. Their speed and their 
fearlessness made them look formidable. 
But Notre Dame came along with a 
heavy’ set of backs, averaging about 
18 pounds, who had speed in addition 
to weight.
